Plana (or a nation-wide Mother’s 
Day Campaign to obtain better 
maternity care lor expectant mothers 
are taking concrete form among 
women’s dub*, church and civic 
organization*, health departments, 
medical societies and nursing groups, 
according to details which have been 
made public by the Maternity^Cen 
ter Association, 1.East 57th Street, 
New York City. 

Last year the Campaign sponsored 
by- the Association culminated in a 
meeting of prominent citizens, which 
-included Mr*. Herbert Hoover, Mrs 
Theodore Rooaeve)t, Sr., Mrs. 
Cnarles A. Lindbergh, and many of 
the most eminent physicians of the 
country. They voiced an indignant 
protest against the high maternity 
death rate in this country, and de¬ 
manded America provide it* mothers 
with more adequate tqaternity care, 
by means of which, authorities main 
tain, 10,000 of the 16,000 mothers 
who die annually in childbirth could 
be saved. 

Mrs. John Sloane, president of 
the Maternity Center Association, iu 
recent letter, expresses surprise 
that the campaign last year interest 
ed fully as many tneu as women, 
and indicated that special efforts are 
to be made in 1932 to awaken pro 
spective fathers to the fact that 
well baby and a healthy mother 
require more than simply to let na 
tore take its course. 

The Maternity Center As 
socitation," states Mrs. Sloane, 
will be glad to help local organi 
zations every where to call the atten 
tion of their communities to the vital 
need for adequate maternity care 
Mother's D*y is Sunday, May 8th.
